damnation, thoſe whome he hath choſen in Chꝛiſt 
outofmankinde, and to bzing them by Chꝛiſt to e⸗ 
uerlaſting ſaluation, as veſſels made to honour. 
Wheretoꝛe they which be indued with ſo excellent 
a benefite of God, be called accoꝛding to Gods pur⸗ 
pole by his ſpirite wozking in due ſeaſon : they 
thzough grace obey the calling: they bee iuſtiſied 
freely: they be made ſonnes of God by adoption: 
they be made like the image ofhis onely begotten 
ſonne Jeſus Chuſt: they walke religtoufly in good 
workes, and at length by Gods mercy, they attaine 
to euerlaſting felicitie. 
As the godly conſideration of pꝛedeſtination and 
dur election in Chꝛiſt is full ofſweete, pleaſant, and 
vnſpeakeable comfort to godly perſons, and ſuch as 
feele in thẽ ſelues the woꝛking of the ſpirit of Chꝛiſt, 
moꝛtitying the woꝛkes ofthe fleſh, and their earth⸗ 
ly members, and dꝛawing vp their minde to high x 
heauenly things, al wel becauſe it doth greatly eſta⸗ 
bliſb and confirme their faith ol eternall ſaluation 
to be enioyed thzough Chult, as becauſe it doth = 
e uently 


of religion. 
uently kindle their loue towards God: So, foꝛ cu⸗ 
rious carnall perſons, lacking y ſpirit of Chꝛiſt, to 
haue continually befoze their eyes the ſentence of 
Gods pꝛedeſtination, is a moſt dangerous dovne= 
tall, whereby the deuil doth thauſt them either into

He viſible Church of Chꝛiſt, is a congregation 

ol faithful men, in the which the pure woꝛde of 
God is pꝛeached, and the Sacraments be du⸗ 
ly miniſtred, accoꝛdiug to Chꝛiſtes oꝛdinance, in all 
thoſe things y of 3 are requiſite to the 
u. 
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As the Church of hierulalem, Alexandꝛia, and 
Antioche haue erred: fo alſo the Church of Rome 


hath erred mot only in their liuing and maner of ce- 
remonies, but alſo in matters of faith. 


20 Ofthe authoritie of the Church. 


He Church hath power to decree Kites oz Ce- 
remonies, and authoutte in controuerſies of 
faith: And pet it is not lawfull foꝛ the Church 
to oꝛdaine any thing that is cotrary to Gods woꝛd 
witten, neither may it lo expoũd one place ofſcrip- 
ture, that it be repugnant to another. herefoꝛe, al⸗ 
though the Church be a witneſſe a keeper of holy 
wut: yet,as it ought not to decree any thing againſt 
the lame, ſo beſides the ſame, ought it not toenfozce 
any thing to be beleeued foꝛ necellitie of ſaluation. 


21 Of theauthorttie of general Counſels. 


Enerall Counſels may not be gathered toge⸗ 
ther without the commandement and will of 
pꝛinces. And when they be gathered together 
(foꝛalmuch as they be an aſſemblie of men, whercof 
all be not gouerned with the ſpirit t woꝛde of God) 
they may erre a ſometime haue erred,eue in things 
perteining vnto God. herefoꝛe, things oꝛdeined 
by them as neceſſary to ſaluation, haue neither 
ſtrength noꝛ authoꝛitie, vnleſle it may be declared 
that they be taken out of holy Scripture. 


22 Of Purgatorie. 
He Romilh doctrine cocerning purgatozy,par-

fond thing, vainly inuented, and grounded vpon no 

warrantie ot ſcripture, but rather repugnant tothe 
woꝛd of God.

23 Of miniſtring inthe congregation. 
Tis not lawful foz any man to take vpon him the 
office of publike pꝛeaching, oꝛ miniſtringthe Sa⸗ 
craments in the congregation, befozehe be law⸗ 

fully called x ſent to execute the lame. And thole we 

ought to iudge lawfully called a ſent, which be cho⸗ 
ſen ⁊called to this woꝛke by men who haue publike 
authoutte giuen vnto them in the congregation, to 
call and ſend miniſters into the Loꝛdes vineyarde, 

24. Of ſpeaking in the congregation ,in 

ſuch a tongue as the people vnderſtandeth. 
Tisa thing plainly repugnant to p woꝛd of God, 
the cuſtome of the pꝛimitiue church, to haue pub- 
like pꝛayer in the church, oꝛ to miniſter y Sacra⸗ 
ments in a tongue not vnderſtanded of the people. 


25 Of the Sacraments. 


Acraments oꝛdeined of Chꝛiſt be not only bad⸗ 
ges oꝛ tokens of Chꝛiſtian mens pꝛofeſſion: but 
rather they be certaine ſure witneſſes x effectu- 
all ſignes of grace Gods good will to wardes vs, 
by the which he doth wone inuiſiblp in vs, a docth 
not only qmcken, but alſo ſtrengthen and confirine 
our fayth in him.

There are two Sacraments oꝛdeined of 2 
e ee 
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our Loꝛde in the Goſpel, that is to ſay,Baptiſme. x 
the Supper of the Loꝛd. 
Thole fine commonly called Sacraments, that 
is to ſay,Confirmation,Penance,O:ders, Matri- 
monie, and extreme Unction, are not to be compted 
foz Sacraments of the Goſpell, being ſuch as haue 
growen partly ofthe cozrupt following of the Apo- 
ſtles, partly are ſtates of life alowed inp ſcriptures; 
but yct haue not like nature of Sacraments with 
Baptiſme x the Loꝛds Supper, fox py they haue not 
any viſible ſigne oꝛ ceremonie oꝛdeined c Gad. 


The Sacraments were not oꝛdeined of Chaiſt 
to be gaſed vpon, oꝛ to be caried about: but that we 
ſhould duely vſe them. And in ſuch only, as woꝛthi⸗ 
ly reteiue the lame, they haue a wholeſome effect oꝛ 
operation: But they that receiue them vnwoꝛt hily. 
— 41 to them ſelues damnation, as S. Paul 
ayty. 
26 Of the vnworthineſſe of the mmiilers, 
which hinder not the effect of the Sacraments, 
Lthoughin the viſible Church the euil be euer 
A mingled with the good, and ſometime the euil 
haue chicke authoꝛitie in the miniſtration of 
the woꝛd a Sacraments: yet fozaſmuch as they do 
not theſame in their own name but in Chuſts, a do 
miniſter by his commiſſion dc authoꝛity, we map vle 
their miniſterie, both in hearing the woꝛd of God, x 
in the receiuing of the Sacraments. either is the 
effect of Chꝛiſts oꝛdinance taken away by their wic⸗ 
kednes, noz the grate ol Gods gifts —

Neuerthelelle, it appertaineth to the diſcipline 
of y Church, that inquirie be made ofeuil miniſters, 
and that they be accuſed by thoſe that haue knows 
ledge of their offences: and finally, being found gil⸗ 
ty by iuſt iudgement be depoſed, 


8 Of Baptiſme. 
B Aptiſme is not only aſigne of pzofeſſid, #marke 


of difference, wherby Chultian men are diſcer⸗ 

ned from other that be not chꝛiſtened: but it is 

alſo a ſigne of regeneration oz new byzth, whereby 

s byan inſtrument, they  receiue baptiſme right- 

y,arc grafted into the Church: the pzomiſes of the 

fogiueneſle of ſinne, and of our adoption to be the 
ſonnes of God, by the holy ghoſt, are viſibly ligned 

and ſealed: faith is confirmed: and grace increaſed 
by vertue of pꝛayer vnto God.

T is not neceſlarie that traditions and ceremo⸗ 
nies be in all places oe, o2 vtterly like, foꝛ at all 
times they haue bene diuers, and may bechaun- 
ged accoꝛding to the diucrſitie of Countries, times, 
and mens maners, ſo that nothing be ozdeined a⸗ 
geainſt Gods wowd.Whoſocuer thzough his pꝛiuate 
tudgement, willingly and purpoſely doeth openly 
bzeake the traditions & ceremonies ofthe Church, 
which be not repugnant tothe woꝛde of God, and 
be oꝛdeined and appꝛoued by common authozitte : 
ought to be rebuked openly, (that other may feare 
to do the like) as he that offendeth againſt the com- 
mon oꝛder ofthe Church, and hurteth the authoꝛitie
